Such an ex tensio n o f the prin­ 
ciple by treating co al and o ther fuel 
and raw co tto n as abso lutely co ntra- ! 
baud o f war, simply because they a r e , 
shipped by a neutral to a no u-blo ck- 
aded po rt o f a belligerent, wo uld no t 
appear to be in acco rd with the rea­ 
so nable and lawful rights o f a neutral 
co tpmeree.” 
This is a summary o f a declaratio n 
by Secretary Hay o n the right 
o f 
neutral natio ns during war. 
It was 
embo died In a circular to United Slates 
am bassado rs in Euro pe which was is­ 
sued fro m the state departm ent June 
10 last but. fo r so me reaso n was w ith­ 
held fro m the public. 
Secretary Hay 
directs attentio n to the W est African 
co nference in 1SS4, when Russia “to o k 
o ccasio n to dissent vigo ro usly fro m the

ado pted a reso lutio n o f general appli­ 
catio n, “pledging mo ral and financial 
suppo rt to all team sters who have o r 
who may hereafter strike in sy mpathy 
w ith the striking butchers and 
m eat 
cutters.” 
This is a sweeping pledge no w, as 
just previo us to its ado ptio n the co n­ 
stitutio n was amended so th at strike 
benefits ex tend indefinitely instead o f 
being limited to fo ur weeks.

been disso lved by Judge Humphrey . 
He decided th at the new law Is valid. 
The allegatio n that the go verno r 
in­ 
serted the wo rd “willful” befo re

signed it, the co urt ho lds, is no t pro ved, 
fo r the reco rds o f the general assem­ 
bly sho w it to have been ado pted as 
an amendment, and the co urt canno t 
go behind the reco rds. 
No w ritten 
o pinio n was filed. 
The disso lutio n o f 
the injunctio n 
will permit the bo ard o f priso n co m­ 
missio ners to go ahead a t o nce to put 
the new law into o peratio n. 'Hie co n­ 
victs have been idle since 
July 1. 
W hether the co ntracto rs will pursue 
the tight any farther is no t kno wn.

He also in ­ 
sisted th a t Mr. Lon g m u st leav e the 
city , as both the retu rn of the roll an d 
the departu re of the con tractor were 
n ecessary to the peace an d happin ess 
of Mrs. Starn er, who was iu a state 
hordin g on n erv ou i collapse.

Pueblo, Colo., Aug. 0. — The wreck 
of the World’s Fair FJy er on the Den­ 
ver and Bio Gramle 
railroad 
near 
Eden, seven miles north of Pueblo, 
.pro v es to have been one of the great­ 
est railroad disasters iu the history , 
of the country . Two crowded passen­ 
ger cars and a baggage car were en­ 
gulfed In the torrent that tore out a 
trestle spanning Steele’s hollow, oth­ 
erwise known as Dry creek, and so far 
as known only three of the occupants 
of these 
cars escaped death. 
Fort­ 
unately , two sleeping cars and a diner, 
completing the train, remained on the 
track at the edge of the aby ss, and 
none of their occupants was killed and 
injured. 


Bodi« H All Taken to Pueblo . 
How many perished probably will 
never be definitely ascertained, lor the 
treacherous sands are drifting over the 
bodies. Searching for the dead was be­ 
gun about midnight on an extensive 
scale, and still is in progress. 
All 
corpses found were brought to Pueblo 
and placed in four morgues here. At 
this writing seventy -six bodies 
have 
been recovered, and of these forty -nine 
have been identified. 
During the day 
bodies were recovered all the 
way 
along Fountain river from the scene 
of the wreck to this city . 


Co rpses D rifted L ight Milo s. 
Two bodies were taken 
from the 
stream at First street. Pueblo, more 
than eight miles from the point where 
the disaster occurred, and it is prob­ 
able that some may be recovered even 
further down stream. 
None of 
the 
bodies Is badly mutilated, and all are 
in such condition as to be recogniza­ 
ble. 
Many identifications have been 
made by articles found on the bodies, 
no persons who viewed them recogniz­ 
ing the features. 


Jones and Ms wife, who had already 
started up the track. 
“Notify Pueblo,” came the voice of 
the running man, “the train’s 
gone 
down, and every body is killed.” 
As he spoke, relates the operator, 
there were cries coming from the dis­ 
tance. The two men ran to where the 
bridge had been to « » arch, but in vain, 
for victims of the disaster. When they 
reached the spot all cries for help had 
ceased. The first train from the wreck 
came in shortly after midnight, with 
J. M. Killin. of Pueblo, whose escape 
was miraculous; U.S. Gilbert, Tony 
Fisher and Fireman May field. 
Those 
were four men in the midst of the 
wreck who escaped. 
When dawn came the wonder grew 
that four had been permitted toemerge 
from the raging torrent with breath 
still in their ImxUos . 
There was but 
little left of the luggage car—-a few* 
rods, a truck or so, dimly seen in the 
muddy water, and a half-buried iron 
safe. 
The great locomotive, the boil­ 
er free of the trucks, the cab and tank 
gone, lies where it fell. A q uarter of 
a mile to the east, where the creek 
loins Fountain river, lay the chair oar, 
windows 
gone, 
three-fourths 
filled 
with mud and sand. 
A hundred feet 
farther on was the smoker, bottom up 
against a sand bar. 
A hundred and 
fifty feet farther on in the bed of the 
Fountain was the coal tender of the 
engine and from that point on for four 
or five miles there were scattered por­ 
tions of wreckage, pieces of clothing, 
coats and lints, some of them women’s 
hats, and other articles. 
Along this river the search went 
on, 500 men taking p art therein, and 
the bodies of the dead were gathered 
up, many of them nearly covered with 
sand, only a foot or hand protruding 
and telling the searchers that here was 
another victim.

There was a raging torrent passing j 
under the trestle when the train went 
upon it at about 8 p. in. Sunday . The 
forward cars of the train went dowTn, 
and twro sleeping cars and the diner 
stopped at the brink of the hungry 
chasm filled with a boiling, seething, 
current that q uickly snuffed out prob­ 
ably 10U lives. Yet three-fourths of 
an hourearlier a train had passed safe­ 
ly over the same torrent. 
With the 
World’s fair fiy er so q uietly was the 
catastrophe enacted that the occupants 
of the three cars remaining on the 
track did not realize that an accident 
had occurred until they alighted from 
the train. 
Then they w'ere utterly powerless to 
render assistance to the victims, who 
had disappeared In the rushing waters. 
On the lookout for danger, warned L>y 
the sq ually clouds and heavy rains to 
the north, Engineer Charles Hindman 
was running cautiously , about fifteen 
miles an hour as he approached the 
arroy o, w hich was spanned by a bridge 
ninety -six feet in length. 
The condi­ 
tion of the bridge was not known un­ 
til the locomotive had nearly crossed.
